Cherry, 111., Nov. 16.—Further effort 


to enter the St. Paul coat mine where 
800 men are entombed were abandoned 
at 1 CyClock this afternoon. The sand 
over, the seal, which was at a temper- 
ature of 110 degrees, Indicated the heat 
In the interior was Intense. 
George 


Rice, chief of the field work of the 
United States geological survey, made 


' the announcement after an Inspection 


of the mouth. It is believed that some 
of the coal deposits have caughf fire 
and the flames are burning out the 
timbers of many of the galleries. 


This was disappointing to the mine 


officials and investigators who had 
made all preparations for fighting the 
fire. 
A special train from Chicago 


bringing fire fighting apparatus is on 
the way here under direction of James 
Koran, chief of the fire department. 


Prepared to Fight the Fire. 


Twenty thousand gallons of water, 


are waiting at the mine and more Is 
on the way. Patent extinguishers have 
been procured and as soon as the shaft 
can be opened the fight to extinguish 
the flames, will be undertaken; Until 
this Is- accomplished1 all rescue and. ex- 
-ploralion -work must'be abandoned.

No Chance for the Men. 


With -the smoke drifting into the re- 


motest, galleries of the mine -for al- 
most three days, the men'must certain- 
y have been suffocated, according to 
'resident Duncan McDonald, of. dis- 
trict No. 12,'United Mine Workers. He 
declared also that the'fire had burned 
out many of the timber supports and 
some of the men undoubtedly had been 
burled in the caving .in of the walls 
arid roof.

through intermiable 'passage ways to' 
reach jyater, if water'could be'found 
at all.. Organization of all charitable 
efforts into a centralized plan was pro- 
posed for a meeting called for 9 a. rn.

C'., direc- 
tor of the National Red Cross. It was 
stated that unless a substantial sum of 
money is collected, that suffering will 
ensue this winter among the 1.000 
orphans.and widows left almost desti- 
tute by the disaster.

attorney for the government In the 
cases, declined to discuss this talk of 
prosecuting bigger men. nor would he 
comment on any developments In this 
city. 
William Loeb, jr.. collector of 


the port, also was inclined to be reti- 
cent, but he repeated that .it was 
through the determination and influ- 
ence of Theodore Roosevelt that the 
investigation and prosecution of the 
sugar frauds were undertaken.

cording to Mr. Loeb. he had talked 
over the matter with Mr. Roosevelt 
thoroughly before he 
(Loeb) took 


charge of the custom house here, and 
he had a well denned policy mapped 
out.

F. Bendernagel, former general super- 
intendent of the American Sugar Re- 
nnlng company in WHIIamsburg, will 
plead tomorrow In the United States 
district court in New York proper 
He is charged with defrauding the 
government by means of false weights. 


Declines In stocks of the American 


Sugar Refining 
company, the great 


corporation under flre, were recorded 
yesterday as tho investigation pro- 
ceeded. This same company not long 
ago paid back to the government more 
than }2,000,000 as recompense for short 
weights, and later It settiod out of 
court a feivll suit brought by the Penn- 
sylvania Sugar Refining company, a 
rival which It put out of business. 


This settlement now is undergoing 


final adjustment, and Jt was upon the 
strength of evidence produced at the 
trial that the government brought an 
anti-trust suit, only to be checked_by 
a ruling on the statute of limitations. 


Admits Error in. Statement. 


With the denial from Washington 


yesterday by James B. Reynolds, for- 
mer assistant. secretary ot .the treas- 
ury, that he had lit any way opposed 
the investigation while In office, came 
the announcement In New York by 
Richard Parr, through whose state- 
ments Mr. Reynolds' actions and mo-= 
lives were placed open to criticism, 
that he had been misquoted and mis- 
understood. Parr Issued the following 
statement: '

Mr. J. B. Reynolds, former assistant 
secretary of the treasury department, 
ordered Special Agent Parr first to
